auth e ntication means as originating from th e said s e rv e r, 

wherein the processor is configured to download the content by downloading the 
validation data and the other data ar e downloaded concurrently from the serve r-apparatus together 
in a single download file. 

(Currently Amended) A cli e nt terminal comprising a portable radio 
communication d e vic e including a us e r interface and authentication m e ans, th e An apparatus 
comprising a processor configured to: user interfac e comprising a plurality of us e r sel e ctable 
menu applications and a browser application op e rabl e to 

request and download content, which comprises validation data and other data 
comprising software, from stor e d at th ea server;? wh e r e in on e or more of the m e nu applications 
includes, e mb e dded in a sub m e nu th e r e of, a user s e lectable dir e ct download link comprising th e 
server addr e ss, wh e rein in r e spons e to us e r sel e ction of the dir e ct download link from th e sub 
m e nu, the browser application controls the radio communication d e vice to transmit a signal to 
connect to the s e rv e r, evaluate the validation data of the content and determine a nd-the 
authentication m e ans compris e s means whether the content was securely downloaded from the 
server and whether the content originated for s e curity checking th e validati o n data of the cont e nt 
downloaded from the server, 

wherein the validation data and the other data are downloaded concurrently from 
the server together in a single download file.

17. (Currently Amended) A computer program product^ on a portable radio 
communication devic e for downloading cont e nt to the communication devic e from a serv e r, the 
communication device comprising a us e r int e rfac e comprising a plurality of us e r sel e ctabl e menu 
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applications and a brows e r application, wherein on e or more of th e menu applications includ e s, 
embedd e d in a sub menu ther e of, a us e r sel e ctable direct download link comprising a serv e r 
address, wherein in response to us e r selection of th e dir e ct download link from th e sub - menu th e 
browser application controls the radio communication d e vice to transmit a signal to conn e ct to 
the s e rver, the computer program product comprising at least one computer-readable storage 
medium having computer-readable program code portions stored therein, the computer-readable 
program code portions comprising^ 

a first executable portion for downloading content to a terminal from a server, the content 
comprises validation data and other data comprising software; and 

a first e xecutabl e portion configur e d to select said dir e ct download link from th e sub -

downloading content from a server to a eWent-terminah, comprising a portabl e radio 
communication devic e from a server, th e portable radio communication devic e including a user 
int e rface comprising a plurality of us e r s e l e ctable m e nu applications and a brows e r application, 

wh e rein one or more of th e m e nu applications includes, e mbedded in a sub menu th e reof, 
a us e r sel e ctable direct download link comprising an address of the server, wh e rein in respons e 
to us e r s e lection of th e direct download link from the s ub-m e nu the browser application controls 
the radio communication device to transmit a signal to conn e ct to th e serv e rt he content 
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comprises validation data and other data comprising softwares and the m e thod comprising 
sel e cting said direct download link from th e sub m e nu so as to request the content stor e d at the 

processing and downloading said cont e nt, which compris e s validation data and oth e r 
data, from th e server to the portabl e radio communication d e vic e , and 

checkin g evaluating the validation data s e curity of the content downloaded from the 
server to determine whether the content was securely downloaded and that the content originated 
from the server, based on th e validation data of the content, 

wherein the validation data and the other data are concurrently downloaded from the 
server together in a single download file.

determine whether the content was securely downloaded and for s e curity ch e cking the content 
downloaded from th e s e rv e r under control of the brows e r application so as to d e t e rmin e whether 
or not the downloaded content i soriginated from thea trusted-server and whether the server is an 
authorized or trusted server that is approved to download the content , 

wherein the validation data and the other data are downloaded concurrently from the 
server together in a single download file.

22. (Currently Amended) A terminal An apparatus as defined in claim 14, wherein 
said validation data comprises a download transport protocol HTTP header and wherein t he 
processor is further auth e ntication m e ans configured to e xamin e s examine said header.

25. (Currently Amended) A terminal The apparatus as defined in claim 13, wherein 
the validation data identifies the serve fapparatus and indicates to th e authentication m e ans 
whether the content is accepted by the portabl e radio communication d e vic e terminal . 

26. (Currently Amended) A t e rminal A n apparatus as defined in claim 14, wherein 
the validation data identifies the server and indicates to th e authentication m e ans processor 
whether the content is accepted by the portable radio communication device apparatus . 

27. (Currently Amended) A computer program product as defined in claim 17, 
wherein th e portable communication d e vice furth e r compris e s an auth e ntication m e ans and 
wherein the validation data identifies the server and indicates to the authentication 
mean sterminal whether the content is accepted by the terminal. portabl e communication device. 

28. (Currently Amended) A method as defined in claim 1 8, wherein the portabl e 
communication devic e furth e r comprises an auth e ntication m e ans and wh e rein the validation 
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data identifies the server and indicates to the terminal a uthentication means whether the content is 
accepted by the portable communication d e vice terminal . 

29. (Currently Amended) A apparatus t e rminal as defined in claim 20, wherein the 
validation data identifies the server and indicates to the authentication means processor whether 
the content is accepted by the apparatus- portabl e communication d e vic e . 

30. (Currently Amended) The A terminal apparatus as defined in claim 13, wherein 
the content is rejected by the auth e ntication means terminal if th e authentication m e ans 
determin e s from t he validation data indicates that the content did not originate from the server. 

3 1 . (Currently Amended) A t e rminal An apparatus as defined in claim 14, wherein 
the content is rejected by the auth e ntication m e ans p rocessor if th e auth e ntication means 
det e rmin e s from t he validation data indicates that the content did not originate from the server. 

32. (Currently Amended) A computer program product as defined in claim 1 7, 
wherein the portable communication device compris e s an auth e ntication means and wh e r e in the 
content is rejected by the authentication means terminal if the auth e ntication m e ans terminal 
determines from the validation data that the content did not originate from the server. 

33. (Currently Amended) A method as defined in claim 18, wherein th e portable 
communication devic e comprises an auth e ntication m e ans and wh e r e in the content is rejected by 
the auth e ntication m e ans t erminal if the auth e ntication m e ans terminal determines from the 
validation data that the content did not originate from the server. 

34. (Currently Amended) A terminal apparatus as defined in claim 20, wherein the 
content is rejected by the apparatus authentication m e ans if the authentication means processor 
determines from the validation data that the content did not originate from the server. 
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35. (Currently Amended) A t e rminal The apparatus as defined in claim 13, wherein 
the content is installed on the terminal p ortable communication d e vice after the content is 
validated by the auth e ntication m e ans as originating from the serve r-apparatus . 

36. (Currently Amended) A t e rminal The apparatus as defined in claim 14, wherein 
the content is installed on the apparatus portable communication devic e after the content is 
validated by th e authentication means as originating from the server. 

37. (Currently Amended) A computer program product as defined in claim 1 7, 
wh e rein the portabl e communication device comprises an authentication m e ans and w herein the 
content is installed on the terminal portabl e communication devic e after the content is validated 
by the auth e ntication means t erminal as originating from the server. 

38. (Currently Amended) A method as defined in claim 18, wherein th e portabl e 
communication d e vic e compris e s an authentication means and wh e rein the content is installed on 
the portabl e communication d e vice terminal after the content is validated by the auth e ntication 
mean sterminal as originating from the server. 

39. (Currently Amended) A t e rminal apparatus as defined in claim 20, wherein the 
content is installed on the portabl e communication device apparatus after the content is validated 
by the authentication means processor as originating from the server.

45. (New) The apparatus as defined in claim 13, wherein the processor is further 
configured to determine whether a user has paid a tariff for the requested content and the 
download occurs only if the determination reveals that the user has paid the tariff for the content. 
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46. (New) The apparatus as defined in claim 45, wherein the processor determines 
whether the user paid the tariff by verifying an identity of the user and evaluating a subscription 
associated with the user. 

47. (New) The apparatus as defined in claim 13, wherein the software comprises 
multimedia content. 

48. (New) The apparatus as defined in claim 1 3, wherein the terminal is configured 
to determine that the content originated from the apparatus based on one or more codes of the 
validation data that identifies the apparatus. 

49. (New) The apparatus as defined in claim 13, wherein the terminal is configured 
to further evaluate whether the content is correct and determine whether the apparatus is an 
authorized apparatus which is an approved source for downloading the content. 

50. (New) The apparatus as defined in claim 13, wherein the apparatus comprises a 

server. 

5 1 . (New) The apparatus as defined in claim 14, wherein the processor is further 
configured to determine that the content originated from the server based on one or more codes 
of the validation data that identifies the server. 

52. (New) The apparatus as defined in claim 14, wherein the processor is further 
configured to evaluate whether the content is correct and determine whether the server is an 
authorized server which is an approved source for downloading the content. 

53. (New) The apparatus as defined in claim 14, wherein the software comprises 
multimedia data. 
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54. (New) A computer program product as defined in claim 17, wherein the second 
executable portion is configured to determine that the content originated from the server based 
on one or more codes of the validation data that identifies the server. 

55. (New) A computer program product as defined in claim 17, wherein the second 
executable portion is configured to evaluate whether the content is correct and determine 
whether the server is an authorized server which is an approved source for downloading the 
content. 

56. (New) A method as defined in claim 18, wherein the method further comprises 
determining that the content originated from the server based on one or more codes of the 
validation data that identifies the server. 

57. (New) A method as defined in claim 18, wherein evaluating further comprises 
evaluating whether the content is correct and determining whether the server is an authorized 
server which is an approved source for downloading the content. 

58. (New) A apparatus as defined in claim 20, wherein the processor is configured to 
determine that the content originated from the server based on one or more codes of the 
validation data that identifies the server. 

59. (New) A apparatus as defined in claim 20, wherein the server is further 
configured to determine whether a user has paid a tariff for the requested content and wherein the 
download occurs only if the determination reveals that the user has paid a tariff for the content. 
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
